Armed Men in Streets. 

There are many armed men on the streets 
tonight.

He used language 
which was objected to and at the same time 
grasped Tompkins by the coat lapel. Con- 
gressman Pinckney sprang forward and the 
shooting began. 

The shooting could be heard all over the 


town and all the streets were filled with 


frantic women whose husbands and broth- 
ers had gone to attend the meeting. These 
acted as a preventive of further trouble. 

The adjutant general, according to a dis- 
patch from Austin, left that city shortly be- 
fore midnight for Hempstead aboard a pe- 
cial train with half a dozen rangers. At 
Manor the local military company was picked 
up and troops will arrive here early in the 
morning. 


Special Train with Surgeons. 

A special train was run from Houston with 
surgeons to attend the wounded. There has 
been bitter feeling for several years over the 
prohibition question, and the recent election, 
when the antis failed to gain the victory 
they had expected, added to this. 

The whole county has been divided into fac- 
tions as a result of the shooting. Recently 
Tucker Pinckney, a brother of John M. 
Pinckney, was shot to death by negroes. 

The hall in whieh the shooting occurred 
was packed at the opening of tonight's meet- 
ing. Trouble was apparently expected, as 
when the firing commenced nearly every man 
in the room drew a weapon and commenced 


to fire. It is remarkable that the casualties 


were not greater. 
Congressman Pinckney was a native of 
Texas, and served with distinction in the 
confederate army. He served ten years as 
district attorney for the Twenty-third judi- 
cial district of Texas and three years as judge 
of Waller county. He was elected to the

The annouticement that President 
Pullfam had suspended not only McGann of 
New York, whose blows on Saturday caused 
the trouble, and Abbott, the Philadelphia 
player who was struck, further maddened the 
crowd. The presence of the policemen awed 
the crowd in the grounds and stopped any 
demonstration, save a vocal one. This, how- 
ever, was good and plenty. 


Players Forced to Fight. 


The game went on in perfect pandemonium. 
After it was over the New Yorkers had to 
fight their way into their coach with the

Vietor Over Aguinalde Appears in

Hartford, Conn, Apr 24.— [Special. 
Fitazhugn Lee. wd appeared before the Con- 
necticut general assembiy this week in behalf 
Pot an appropriation for the Jamestown expo- 
sition, said that while consul at Havana he 
came near killing Gen. Frederick Funston, 
believing him to be bent upon assassination.

Soon 
after being warned of a plot to slay him the 
American consul got one of the worst scares 
in his life.
